Resignation Again Rumored. 

It was rumored at headquarters that 
Chief: Smith -had been requested to 
hand in his resignation, and that the 
position of Chief of Detectives would be 
d to Detectiv€ John McMullen 
when he returned from Paris with M. 
Dwight Fortner, the alleged forger. The 
rumor lacks confirmation, and Chief 
Smith denies that he contemplates re- 
tiring. No official connected with the 
department weould state that he had 
any authority fer the statement that 
Smith’s services were no longer desired. 

It is known, however, that McMul- 
len stands most favorably with all the 
powers at police headquarters. While 
he has the rank of sergeant, he is the 
only officer of that rank to wear plain 
clothes and be intrusted with confiden- 
tial work from the Chief’s office. He 
has enjeyed the confidence of all the 
Democratic members ef the department 
and during investigations into the eléc- 
tion frauds his work cemmended itself 
to Gov. Hadley and the Republican 
members of the Board. McMullen had 
charge of the pelice work that was done 
under direction of former Circuit At- 
torney Sager, and the rumor of his pro- 
posed elevation is received with credibfi- 
ity in many quarters. 

The Board's executive session followed 
the trial of Sergt. Samuel Taylor of the 
Page Avenue Station, on a charge ef 
neglect of duty, from which he was ex- 
onerated without prejudice. 


Smith Not at Board Meeting. 


Aside from the members of the Board 
no one was present save Chief Creecy 
and the Board’s secretary, H. H. Hodg- 
don, Chief Smith was not in the Beard 
room at any time during the afternoon. 
This was deemed significant by the at- 
taches at headquarters, in view of the 
fact that ever since he has been at the 
head of the Detective Department he 
has attended all the meetings and kept 
in close touch with the proceedings. 

President Laird, at the adjeurnment, 
stated that Chief Smith's request for 
the shifting of eight men had been re- 
ferred to Chief Creecy fer whatever ac- 
tion seemed proper by the Chief of Po- 
lice. President Laird said the effective. 
ness of the service dermmanded that har- 
mony prevail] in all branches of the de- 

artment, and that all rules and orders 
promulgated by Chief Creecy must be 
respected, anc that this could only be 
accomplished when it was understoed 
that the Chief of Police was the actual 
head of the department, subject only 
to orders from the Board. 


Lack of Harmony Recognised. 

That harmony has not prevailed be- 
tween the detective department and the 
uniformed end of the service is recog- 
nized by the Board and every official 
of the department. Chief Creecy has 
always denied there was friction. He 
declared that two forces must always 
exist to create friction, and he said that 
no one could truthfully say he had ever 
in any way antagonized the detective 
department or issued any order that 
would hamper its usefulness. 

He said he considered the detective de- 
partment in the same light as all the 
districts and felt the same responsibility 
for acts of the Chief of Detectives as 
he did for the captains of the districts, 
all of whom are subordinate to him. It 
was cited, in gubstantiation of the 
Chief's views that he is the only member 
of the department under bond, and the 
$20,000 bond the law requires him to fll 
covers the acts of all his suberdinates.

IN PRILADELPHIA 





Secret Formula Tried on 23,- 
ooo People as ‘‘Poison 
Squad” Two Months. 





By Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—Between 
20,000 and 25,000 people, Hving in a square 
mile of territery in the northwestern 
part ef Philadelphia, will learn today 
that for twe months they have been 
used by the city government somewhat 
as the “poison squad’”’ was used by Dr. 
Wiley in his famous experiments. 

It was announc i last night by Chief 
Dunlap of: the Bureau of Water that 
for the past 60 days all water furnished 
to that particular section of the city 
has been ozonated by a secret chemical 
process develeped by the city’s experts, 
and that the proof of its virtue is feund 
in the fact that there has not been @ 
case of typhoid fever in that section 
since the experiment was begun. 

Chief Dunlap helieves that the new 
process, which he will not describe, but 
ever which he and other engineers of 
the water department are jubilant, will 
have a tremendous effect upon the ffl- 
tration problem everywhere. 

A shed has been erected at the intake 
of the Queen Lane Reservoir and ali 
water that is pumped from the river 
to the reserveir is ozonated or oxidized 
by chemical process ag it passes through 
the shed. By oxidization ail the animal 
or vegetable life is destroyed in the wa- 
ter and it goes inte the reservoir free 
frem harmful impurities.

MEXICO CITY, July 31.—Fourteen 
lives were lost, 20 persons mortally in- 
jured and the cities of Acapulco and 
Chilpancingo partially destroyed by an 
earthquake which shook Central Mexico 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from Querato on the north to Oaxaca 
on the south, an area of 1000 square 
miles, early yesterday. 

Communication with the whole af- 
fected region is not complete but 
enough is known to make it certain 
that this disturbance is the worst Cen- 
tral Mexico has suffered in a quarter 
of a century. 

According to the observatory records, 
the first shock of the series was felt 
at 4:15 this morning, the rocking oscil- 
lation being from east to southwest. It 
caused the belis of the many cathedrals 
of this city to toll, breaking crockery 
and in sotnme instances leveling walls. 

The people had hardly recovered from 
the first fright when a second more 
severe shock caused an outpouring of 
nearly every body to the streets and 
plazas. This movement lasted for 1 
minute and 3%) seconds. The tall build- 
ings of the city swayed and in some 
- instances cracked. The pavement opened 
in places, and in the poorer sections of 
the city a number of houses collapsed.

WHITH PLAINS, N. Y., July 31— 
Harry Thaw is in a disturbed state of 
mind in the White Plains Jail today, 
and between now and the time when his 
sanity inquiry is continued before 
Justice Mills on Monday, his mother, 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw; his sister, Mrs. 

fice Thaw, and his lawyer, Charles 
Marschauser, will attempt to quiet him, 
so that when the case is resumed he 
will be in position to present himself 
as a normal man in court. 

Thaw and those who are working s0 
hard to get him released from Mattea- 
wan Asylum believed until Justice 
Mills began questioning him yesterday 
afternoon, that the asylum gates were 
all but swung wide for his freedom. 
Thaw had shown himself more than & 
match for the New York County Dis- 
trict Attorney, and he apparently was 
having things all his own way when 
Justice Mills began to question him. 

Thaw’s Nerve Left Him. 
The unexpectedness of Justice Mills’ 
questioning seemed to take Thaw’s 
nerve and he began to flounder as soon 
as he realized that despite his desperate 
duel with Mr. Jerome, in which he and 
his family had thought he was acquit- 
ting himself so well, he had not con- 
vinced the Justice. 
In fact, the very sallies with which 
he attempted to prove his sanity seemed 
but to be cenveying to Justice Mills the 
idea of the exaggerated ego, the fea- 
ture of paranoia with which the experts 
thought him afflicted. 
He had recovered some of his confi- 
dence this morning, but his family are 
fearful as to the result of yesterday’s 
events. 

Will Fight Divorce Suit. 
It is said now that in the event Thaw 
recovers his freedom, he will not only 
defend the divorce suit his wife says 
she will bring, but will file proceedings 
against her, and in the event he is re- 
turned to the asylum, he will cut off 
the allowance he has been making her, 
since his incarceration. 
It was stated at the White Plains 
Courthouse this morning that when the 
proceedings reopen on Monday morning 
District Attorney Jerome intends to call 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw to testify against 
her husband. It is said that the Dis- 
trict Attorney will ask her about allege:l 
cruel treatment by her husband (and 
which Thaw declares to be malicious 
lies) and will also ask her to tell the 
story of her life with him. 

Experts to Testify. 

Then will follow the testimony of in- 
sanity experts, Dr. Carlos B. McDon- 
ald and Dr. Austin Flint. Both say that 
Thaw is suffering from paranoia ani 
that he has been cunningly concealing 
his delusions during the trial. They will 
be asked if Thaw may not be a sub- 
ject for another brainstorm outbreak 
as soon as he is released, and if an- 
swered in the affirmative, Lawyer Mor- 
schauser, representing Thaw, will com-

A dispatch to the Matin from Gerona, 
via the frontier, gives an interview with 
a refugee who fled from Barcelena 
Wednesday. 

“There is terror and awful tragedy at 
Barcelona,” said the refugee. “On Mon- 
day I saw barricades threwn up by riot- 
ers, working like mad. I saw a charge 
by the gendarmes, their headlong rush 
on the barbed wire stretched before the 
barricades, the fall of their horses, the 
death of the riders, almost all of whom 
were poignarded by the revolutionists, 


“From Monday to .Wednesday as 
many as fifteen convents were set on 
fire and the glare of the flames lighted 
up the sea and terrorized the popula- 
tion. The civil guard and police were 
hissed and jeered everywhere, but food 
and cigars were offered to the soldiers, 
who repeatedly refused to fire. 

“The people acclaimed the soldiers 
with cries of ‘long live the army,’ 
‘down with the war officerg’ and they | 
were followed about the streets by 
crowds of women, who shook their 
hands and embraced the necks of their 
horses, crying out, ‘You will not go to 
war.’ 

“Gen. Brandies was cheered to the 
echo, while 2000 women waved their 
handkerchiefs at troops on their way to 
Gerona. From Barcelona I carry a 
vision of frenzied fighting in the streets, 
of the activity of the devoted Red Cross, 
of churches burned, of altars and 
images wrecked, the flight of monks and 
nuns to escape the fury of the mobs.”

Gov. Hadley has granted a parole to 
David Miller of Holt County, who was 
once within the brink of the scaffold 
and saved by a commutation from Bx- 


Gov. Stephens. 

Under the conditions of the parole, 
Miller will be a free man next Wednes- 
day forenoon. The Governor signed Mil- 
ler’s parole papers before leaving here 
for Colorado, but the matter was not 
made public until today. This has been 
a remarkable case. 

On the night of March 26, 1890, Samuel 
Crow, a tottering farmer, past 90 years. 
who lived by himself, was found mur- 
dered in his bed. The life had been 
beaten out of him with a club. Seem- 
ingly, robbery was not the motive. Mil- 
ler and the latter’s wife had. formerly 
lived on the farm with Crow, but, owing 
to a disagreement, had left some weeks 
before the crime was committed. When 
neighbors discovered the murder, Miller, 
who lived near by, came to the house. 

For a time-the weapon used by the 
murderer, could not be found, as it had 
been thrown in an old well. The Sheriff 
suggested that some one go down in 
the well, and Miller at once protested 
that it would be exceedingly dangerous 
to do so. But some one did go down 
and returned without injury and 
brought the bloody weapon with him. 
It was then recalled that Miller had 
served a term in the Kansas Peniten- 
tiary for assault with intent to kill 
and that he had made some threats 
against the old man, believing that the 
latter had accused him of a theft. 

The State employed John Kennish, 
now State Superintendent of Insurance, 
and the latter, believing that Miller was 
guilty, prosecuted him with great vigor. 
convicted of murder in the 
first degree and sentenced to be hanged 
June 15, 1900. Before the date of ex- 
ecution Gov. Stephens,' who had been 
appealed to meantime, feared that a 


mistake might be made in hanging the 


man .and commuted his sentence to 50 
years in the penitentiary. 

Mr. Kennish later changed his mind, 
after a long investigation covering more 
than a year, and became satisfied that 
another had committed the murder and 
that Miller’s former bad record was 
largely responsible for his plight. He 
asked Gov. Folk to free Miller, but the 
latter declined.

Juror Drank Evidence. 


After the verdict of acquitthl was 
rendered Juror Emile Tacon made a 
statement in writing that Frederickson 
was drinking and took several drinks 
in the jury room from the bottle that 
was used as evidence against Cham- 
bers. After drinking the contents of 
this bottle Frederickson threw the bot- 
tle into the street, breaking it to pieces, 
he said. 

When the jury came into court with 
the verdict Judge Semmes announced 
that a juror had approached the de-" 
fendant in.the case, and he asked 
Chambers to point out the man. Cham- 
bers came from his seat near his at- 
torneys and pointed directly at Freder- 
ickson and stated under oath the man 
had told him he was on his jury and 
“wanted something,” and that he had 
threatened to kick Frederickson from 
the place. 

Frederickson at this juncture said the 
statement of Chambers was not true. 
Chambers told the court he cculd prove 
his assertions and asked that Edward 
Brown, one of his clerks, be sent for. 
A writ was issued for Brown, who 
stated he had seen the man talking co 
Chambers in the morning. He after- 
wards made an affidavit to that ef- 
fect. Solicitor Stallworth informed the 
Court that he would obtain the state- 
ments of all parties on the jury, and 
would present the entire matter at the 
trial of Frederickson.

Patrolman W. S. Prichard was trans- 
ferred Saturday from the motorcycle 
squad to a beat in the Page boulevard 
district.

Chief Creecy, who ordered the trans- 
fer, declared that Howe had nothing to 
do with the action. He said Prichard 
had not been doing satisfactory work 
on the motorcycle squad and was being 
made to walk a beat for the “good of 
the service.”’ 

Prichard has never been before the 
board on charges, and until he arrested 
Howe no complaint had ever been made 
about his work. 

Circuit Attorney Jones, at the time 
of Howe's trial, was asked what interest 
he had in the case, and he replied that 
he wanted to see if the policeman would 
commit perjury in the giving of his tes- 
timony.

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THE TARIFF BILL. 

Stripped of its trickery and deception the tariff 
measure agreed on in‘conference is far from hon- 
est revision downward. Mr. Taft, by insistence in 
particular cases, was able to accomplish a very 
little. The reduction in lumber is a gain, that 
in portions of the steel schedule a victory, and 
free hides and low rates on leather a practical 
triumph. But there is so much to offset these 
gains that, viewed in its entirety, the bill can 
only be taken as a complete repudiation of 
platform pledges and campaign promises. 

By the basest juggling and the boldest fraud 
an appearance of reduction has been secured. 
The discussion was so manipulated that the 
retention of the extortionate Dingley rates 
became a victory for the revisionists anda 
the helpless consumer won by retaining what he 
has. 

Selecting rates glaringly prohibitive and reduc- 
ing them but to a point still prohibitive was a 
favored means of giving the whole the appear- 
ance of revision, downward. Bacon at 4 cents a 
pound is as impossible of importation as at 5 
cents. Tin plates at 1 2-10 cents a pound are 
practically as:far out of reach as at 1 1-2 cents. 
The reduction in window glass covers small sizes, 
seldom imported. Agricultural implements at 16 
per cent are as impossible as at 20. The exactions 
which created the demand for revision are still 
in force. Cotton has been increased. Wool is un- 
changed. Lard, never imported, comes down and 
silk, largely imported, goes up. Strychnine is 
reduced, but linens are raised. 

But over the whole list, old rates and new, 
Dingley rates and Payne, Aldrich and Taft rates, 
hovers the “maximum and minimum” provision, 
with its-self-acting addition of 25 per cent ad 
valorem after March 1 next. 

The “maximum and minimum” plan evolved 
as the method of utilizing the tariff to build up 
and expand our foreign trade, has been used 
as reciprocity was 12 years ago—to defeat the 
very purpose it was designed to accomplish. The 
Dingley rates were made high so that reciprocity 
might reduce them. The Senate pigeon-holed 
every reciprocity treaty negotiated. 

Now, instead of the maximum rates being 
held back as a weapon with which to club refrac- 
tory nations into submission, they will apply au- 
tomatically and can be suspended only on the 
President’s proclamation that we receive favored 
treatment from the nation in question. The rates 
may be lowered to the point of the tariff sched- 
ule, but only at the end of diplomatic negotia- 
tions. No perfidy of the kind the Senate practiced 
under the Dingley law is to be expected from 
Mr. Taft, but there are plain obstacles in the 
way of speedy rcalization of rates conditioned on 
successful diplomatic negotiations. 

Mr. Teft’s position is not an enviable one. In 
influencing legislation he has acted to the limit 
of decorum, but there will be distinct disappoint- 
ment if it is his view that this measure fulfills 
his promises and meets the general idea of re- 
vision downward. He entered the conflict late 
and his acceptance of the result shows a lack of 
the courage requisite for successful resistance of 
the forces of plutocracy.

It is conceivable | 
that this particular “vested right’’ shall 
some day be declared a public nuis- 
ance and promptly: abated. . Nobody 
wants to injure the Wabash Railroad 
in any way, but the public health, com- 
fort and pleasure are of more import- 
ance than the retention in the Wabash 
treasury of the amount of money it 
would cost to run the Wabash trains 
around the park from Ferguson or 
thereabouts, on a belt line to Mill Creek 
Valley. The project is perfectly feasi- 
ble, as the Mirror demonstrated four or 
five years ago. The Rock Island tracks 
could be taken from their present loca- 
tion, where they are a blight upon 
valuable and beautiful property, and 
the trains sent around the park the 
same way as the Wabash trains. There 
are no engineering difficulties. There is 
no dificulty of any kind, except the 
difficulty of getting a corporation to let 
go of anything it gets hold on. The 
city has the power to oust the rail- 


roads from the park and it will do so if 
the people in the neighborhood of the 


park will unite in a demand that it be 
done, instead of falling in with the 
scheme of the railroads to take the 
unsightly tracks from near their homes 
and dump them in the park. The atti- 
tude of the railroad is bad, but the 
attitude ef leading citizens is worse. 
The latter are willing to mutilate the 
park simply to increase the value and 
restore the beauty of their own proper- 
ty. A glaring example of the incivism 
of the prominent citizen!

THE COST OF LIVING. 
From the New York World. 

According to Bradstreet’s, between 
July 1, 1896, and July 1, 1909, breadstuffs 
and live stock have more than doubled 
in price, provisions, fruits, hides and 
leather have increased over 60 per cent, 
and textiles 60 per cent. Taking sepa- 
rate items that figure in the cost of the 
average poor man’s table, on July 1, 1909, 
flour cost 10) per cent more than en July 
1, 1896, beef over 80 per cent, pork about 
150 per cent, mutton 125 per cent, hams 
831-8 per cent, bacon over 170 per cent, 
lard over 180 per cent, butter 70 per cent 
and potatoes over 130 per cent. 

Even within the last year the increase 
in prices has gone on almost without 
interruption. Fiour has risen nearly 60 
per cent, pork over 20 per cent, mutton 
nearly the same, hams almost 10 per 
cent, butter 18 per cent and coffee over 
2% per cent. Beef is one of the few ar- 
ticles which did not materially increase 
in price.

PERINTENDENT 


New Head of Chicago Schools 
Will Reject Fads of Mod- 
ern Education. 


WILL SAVE THE GOOD

President of Board Defends 
Appointment of Woman, 
64 Years Old.

CHICAGO, July 31.—Mrs. Ella Young, 
Chicago’s 64-year-old $10,000-a-year Su- 
perintendent of Schools, began her duties 
today, and gave her views on educa- 
tion, as she sat.at her desk. 

“I think it is high time to lay more 
fore on the old plain forms known as 
the three R’s,” said Mrs. Young. ““There 
have been great changes in the educa- 
tional world in the last 10 years. The 
old methods were tnadequate for the 
modern child. An era of fads began. 
Much that is good was added to the 
old curriculum, but much that is useless 
also was added. 

“The time has come to put a check 
on the fads and to determine what real- 
ly is useful. I do not intend to revert 
to old-fashioned methods, but I do wish 
to make certain changes toward greater 
thoroughness, for I believe in grounding 
the children thoroughly in the elemen- 
tals ’’ 

Favors Industrial Education. 

Mrs. Young, however, is a firm advo- 
cate of industrial education in manual 
training, household arts, domestic sci- 
ence and arts and crafts work. 

‘T believe thoroughly in _é these 
branches, provided they are given their 
proper place,’ she said. ‘I hope to 
carry out some ideas of uniting art and 
industry in the public schools ag they 
are carried out in the Chicago Normal 
School, which I believe has advanced’ 
further in this respect than any other 
institution of learning. 

“I intend to bring a woman from Co- 
lumbia University to take charge of 
household arts inspection. I believe 
this kind of instruction, for girls should 
begin earlier than the fourth grade. I 
have no doubt but that most women 
want most to be the head of a home. 
But if a woman feels that she has the 
power and can be useful in a business 
career, let her follow it by all means.’’ 

Opposed to Fraternities. 

On the subject of high school frater- 
nities and secret societies, Mrs. Young 
declared she shares the attitude of for- 
mer President Schneider and the Board 
of Edycation. But while striving to 
abolish the secret societies she will en- 
deavor to substitute a system to en- 
courage social activities in the schools. 

“The schools need more social life,” 
she said, ‘‘and this I shall endeavor to 
create. I think some such system as is 
being tried at the University High 
School, where the faculty has instituted 
a series of afternoon and evening dances 
and entertainments, would solve the 
problem. Or the pupils might be di- 
vided into clubs directly under faculty 
supervision, as at the normal school. 
But this is just a suggestion, not a pre- 
determined plan on my part.’’ 

Board Pleased With Selection. 

In answer to those who think a man: 
should have been elected to the super- 
intendency, President A. R. Urion of 
the School Board said: 

“There are many in Chicago who are 
inclined to think the position is too big 
to be filled by a woman. All we ask 
is that these people suspend their judg- 
ment for six months, until Mrs. Young 
has gotten well at the helm, and we are 
then willing to abide by their gecision 
as to the wisdom of our choice. 

“While it is true that Mrs. Young is 
not strong physically, she has in Mr. 
Shoop a strong and capable assistant, 
who can take much of the responsibil- 
ity off her shoulders and leave the ad- 
ministration of school system to her.’’

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FARE HIDES TI 
CHEAPEN SHOES 
WORKINGMEN 


A. D. Brown Says Reduction 
Will Come in Three or 
Four Months. 


The shoes worn by poor men and 
workingmen are going to be cheaper as 
a result of the removal of the duty 
on hides, according to A. D. Brown, 
president of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co. The reduction in price will not be 
very great, however, and it will. not 


,.ccme for three or four months. 


“The hides that come from South 
America and other countries,”’ said Mr. 
Brown, ‘‘on which there hag been a duty 
of 15 per cent are dried hides of the sort 
out of which leather for the cheaper 
grades of shoes is made. When the tan- 
ners are able to get these hides for 15 
per cent less than they have been pay- 
ing it will follow that the tannerse wiil 
be able to sell leather to the manufac- 
turers cheaper than they have been reil- 
ing it. bad 

“It does not follow, however, that be- 
cause the duty of 15 per cent is removed 
there will be a corresponding reduction 
in the price of leather and a* correspond- 
ing reduction of 15 per cent in the price 
of shoes. Shoes are now sold on a basis 
disproportionate to the price of leather. 
That is, the prices of shoes have not ad- 
vanced with the advances in the price 
of leather. 

Bought Leather Cheap. 

“Shoes are now being made from 
leather that was bought when it was 
cheaper. A few weeks ago we bought 
31,000,000 worth of leather. We are now 
cutting that leather. Since we made that 
purchase leather has advanced. If we 
were ‘making shoes today from leather 
purchased today we would not be abie 
to ‘sell them at the prevailing prices. 

“The advance in the price of leather 
has been due to a seeming scarcity of 
hides in this country. The supply has 
been less than the requirements of the 
trade. I am told that this has been 
due partly to a drought in Texas which 
caused the loss of many cattle. 

May Increase Importations. 

‘Most of the leather made into shoes 
in this cougtry is from the hides of 
American cattle. I do not know whether 
the removal of the duty will have the ef- 
fect of increasing the importations of 
hides. if il does, that will In a measure 
offset the seeming scarcity here. 

“At the best, however, there will not 
be any immediate effect on prices. It 
will take at least three months for the 
changed conditions brought about by ths 
removal of the duty to work around to 
the buyers of shoes.’’
